In claim 3, line 1, the term "wherein" was deleted and replaced with — 
further— to correct an obvious informality and to use less awkward claim 
language. 

In claim 4, line 1, the term "4" was deleted and replaced with —3- to 
correct an obvious informality and correct the claim dependency. Applicant 
inadvertently made claim 4 dependent upon itself, which appears to be a 
typographical error.
